rhe floods and bligzard followed 
in the wake of a major storm centre 
which bred many tornadoes yester- 
day in Texas, Kansas and Iilinois 


The high winds destroyed homes, | 


damaged airports and halted trains 


High water flooded cities and 
disrupted communications in Hl 
inois, Texas, lowa, Wisconsin and 


Nebraska 

More than a foot of snow swept 
across the northern plaing states 
and was piled into five and six foot 
drifts by the powerful winds 

Near Cloquet, Minn, more than 
500 persons marooned for six hours 
on a snow-blocked highway four 
miles north of here rescued 
and brought to the high 
echool early today, 


RESCUE PARTY 

Mayor Roy Ranum of Cloquet 
sald a rescue party marshalled by 
the police and fire departments 
and accompanied by snowplows and 
trucks had freed the stalled motor 
ists, riding in more than 100 autos 
and three school buses. The party 
was enroute to a high school basket 
ball tournament 

Ranum gaid one of the buses and 
a score of cars were so badly drift 
ed in they were temporarily aban 
doned to the drifts and their pas 
sengers brought in by 
from Cloquet behind the plows 

Aside from the trail blazed on the 
rescue mission Cloquet streets 
were so drifted by what Ranum 
termed the winter's worst blizzard, 
no motor traffic was possible 


WORST FLOODS 


The worst floods were in North 
ern Illinois and Southern Wiscon 
sin. The Pecatonica river went oul 
of its banks and flooded the busi 
ness district of Darlington, Wis. 
under several feet of water, The 
Milwaukee railroad was forced to 
abandon its schedule of trains 
through the town

flood control committee, predicted 
that the town would suffer its worst

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Postal Service Is a Right 


The Canadian Post Office Department 
perpetuates a shameful piece of discrimina- 
tion when it refuses a postal delivery service 
to the veterans and their families who live in 
that Edmonton area known as the Grierson 
Katate, ‘ 

The Grierson Estate is that community 
which lies between 82nd and 75th streets and 
between 23rd and 25th avenues 

It is entirely within the city limits. It 
enjoys all other city services, gas, water and 
light. 

Yet its citizens, all veterans and their fam- 
fies, must walk ten blocks to the nearest sub 
post office for their mail. And they must 
walk there every day because, if they don’t, 
their mail is returned to its senders. 

The Post Office Department has refused 
Aelivery service to this area because it alleges 
the roads are not good enough. Fifty per 
cent of the roads are gravelled, The rest are 
s been granted to 


graded, Delivery service hé 
other areas, not within the city limits, where 
road conditions are precisely similar, 

In a memorandum dated February 14, the 


Postmaster General commenting on the 
application of the Grierson Estate, says this: 

“Government policy for the coming fiscal 
year calls for the reduction of controllable 
expenditures to the absolute minimum and 
for the postponement wherever possible of the 
introduction of new services, This means that 
no letter carrier services can be granted and 
that extensions of delivery beyond existing 
boundaries will have to be withheld, except 
where the need is most urgent and where 
conditions are ideal,” 

Surely the Postmaster General cannot 
mean that with a four-cent basic postage and 
income taxes still at an almost wartime level, 
this country is too broke to give a civilized 
delivery service to a group of veterans living 
within the limits of an incorporated Canadian 
city. 

The city and gas company manage to 
deliver their bills in the Grierson HKstate to 
every door, 

But the Post Office Department says 
there is too much mud, It takes quite a nerve 
to talk to veterans about mud 


Why This Hidden Money? 


An official Ottawa, who for obvious 


reasons ja not identified, says there has been 
an enormous increase in the amount of money 
in circulation since 1939, An increase, that is, 
not simply in the amount that has been issued 
and is in existence, but in the number of bills 
and coins which are in the personal posses- 
Bion of individuals 

Money deposited in banks and money 
held by them as cash reserve do not come 
into the calculation. Private parties, the in- 
formant says, are carrying about or have 
secreted five times the amount of currency 
and bills that was outstanding and not in the 
banks when the war began. 

The only explanation the official can give 
is that people are storing cash in safety de- 
posit boxes, hiding it In the proverbial tin 
box under the bed, burying it in the back 


The UN Is on Trial 


Around Lake Success it is said to be any 
body's guess whether there will be an in 
ternational army to enforce the partioning 
of Palestine. Therefore also a guess whether 
the partitioning plan will be carried out as 
arranged, or will go back to the General As- 
sembly for reconsideration, 

The Palestine Commission members have 
an uncomfortable impression that if they set 
foot in the country without a protecting army 
they will be greeted by a hail of Arab bullets 
which seems reusonably likely. Wherefore 
they have asked the Security Council to pro- 
vide the protecting army, which the Council 
hasn't got and shows no positive intention to 
organize, Wherefore the doubts about what 
will happen when the British forces move out 


yard, or otherwise hoarding it, If this is cor- 
rect, the amount thus hidden must be enor- 
mous, because money actually circulated 
through the stores finds its way promptly 
into the banks, 

Why in this day and age pecple should 
#o back to that primitive way of storing up 
money for future use is a question that in- 
vites other questions, Everyone must know 
that meovey deposited in a bank is not only 
safer than money that is hidden, but absolute- 
ly safe, Canadian banks do not go broke any 
more; they can't. Then why these secreted 
millions? 

Wasa this hidden money accumulated by 
dodging income taxes? Perhaps not. But par 
liament might try to find out. The quantity 
that is missing is certainly large enough to 
suggest some pretty general and very strong 
motive 


at the middle of May. 

All that seems clear is that the Commis- 
sion is not going to Palestine without an 
army. Whether it will get the army rests 
with the Council, If the Council continues to 
do what it has done hitherto—nothing—the 
partitioning plan will be stalled until the As- 
sembly meets again. 

Through the obscurity looms up the fact 
that the United Nations organization is fac- 
ing a crisis, the most serious in ita brief 
career, and serious enough to threaten its 
disintegration, If it cannot keep peace and 
work out a solution in Palestine, what coun- 
try—-big or little-—will have any faith in its 
power to regulate and conciliate in any other 
theatre?

“that you walk with care, not 


“See to it", said St. Paul, 
as unwise, but as wise, making the most of your time”, 
These words are a warning to those who permit worldly 
preoccupations to interfere with their spiritual vocations, 


Every man has two careers on earth—one material, 
the other spiritual. A too-common concept of success is 
to have a full bankbook, or to occupy a place in the Who's 
Who of the great or famous. Material success, as such, 
is not to be frowned at even saints have been rich men; 
some have even been rulers or kings but if it overshad- 
ows the spiritual career, worldly success becomes merely a 
danger to the unwise. 


We remember the story of Dives the worldling, who 
always had a full stomach and dressed luxuriously, while 
Lazarus went about hungry and ragged, The rich man 
died and went to hell——not because he was rich, but because 
he had let wealth rob him of the will to seek God. On the 
other hand, Lazarus, the faithful spiritual careerist whom 
the world chose to despise, found in eternity his hunger 
forever appeased and rags transformed into raiments of 
lasting glory. 


Brains, good luck, or “influence” are factors that have 
a lot to do with success in this world, Here again, we have 
no valid quarrel with those who want to push ahead, to “be 
somebody”. But if they want also to become successful in 
the spiritual reealm, they must cultivate humility, self-ef- 
facement, chastity, obedience and charity, These are not 
virtues that make millionaires but they are means by which 
men can expect God some day to hail them as successes 


It may be that we are exasperated at times by some 
of our friends or acquaintances who are certainly exemp- 
lary Christians but seem to care little whether they are 
“getting anywhere” in life. But here again, St. Paul chides 
us for our lack of spiritual perception, reminding us that 
“the foolishness of God is wiser than men, and the weakness 
of God is stronger than men.” ‘“Foolishnes” and “weak- 
ness are too often the world’s words for those humble and 
simple virtues which lead men to rewards beyond human 
comprehension,
